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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1. 1 14 

1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 25, 
2007 has been entered. 

The Obviousness-type Double Patenting rejection is withdrawn in view of 
Applicant's arguments. \ 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 2, 4-12, 14, 21, 23-29 and 31-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly 
claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, the language "a ratio ration" is not understood. 
In claim 2, line 3, it is not clear how "naphthenic petroleum base stock is a 
synthetic oil. 
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In claim 2, lines 7-1 1 , Applicant is claiming glycol esters. However, 
trimethylolpropane, pentaerythritol, dimethylolpropane, dipentaerythritol and 
trimethyloloethane are not glycols. 

In claim 2, line 13, "tolune" should read -toluene-. 

Claim 2, line 5 contains unsaturated C10-C24 branched or straight chain fatty 
acids, while claim 2, lines 16-17 contain "a branched or straight chain mono- or 
polyunsaturated C10-C24 fatty acid. It is not clear why the recitation at line 5 is required 
since it is encompassed by the recitation at lines 16-17. 

In claim 2, lines 3-4, it is not clear how "naphthenic petroleum base stock is a 
synthetic oil. 

In claim 12, lines 8-12, Applicant is claiming glycol esters. However, 
trimethylolpropane, pentaerythritol, dimethylolpropane, dipentaerythritol and 
trimethyloloethane are not glycols. 

Claim 12, lines 5-6 contain unsaturated C10-C24 branched or straight chain fatty 
acids, while claim 12, lines 16-17 contain "a branched or straight chain mono- or 
polyunsaturated C10-C24 fatty acid. It is not clear why the recitation at lines 5-6 is 
required since it is encompassed by the recitation at liries 16-17. 

In claim 21 , line 4, it is not clear how "naphthenic petroleum base stock is a 
synthetic oil. 

In claim 2, lines 8-12, Applicant is claiming glycol esters. However, 
trimethylolpropane, pentaerythritol, dimethylolpropane, dipentaerythritol and 
trimethyloloethane are not glycols. 
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In claim 21, line 13, "tolune" should read -toluene--. 

Claim 21, lines 5-6 contain unsaturated C10-C24 branched or straight chain fatty 
acids, while claim 2, lines 16-17 contain "a branched or straight chain mono- or 
polyunsaturated C10-C24 fatty acid. It is not clear why the recitation at line 5 is required 
since it is encompassed by the recitation at lines 16-17. 

In claim 29, line 3, it is not clear how "naphthenic petroleum base stock is a 
synthetic oil. 

In claim 29, lines 7-1 1 , Applicant is claiming glycol esters. However, 
trimethylolpropane, pentaerythritol, dimethylolpropane, dipentaerythritol and 
trimethyloloethane are not glycols. 

In claim 29, line 12, "tolune" should read -toluene--. 

Claim 29, line 5 contains unsaturated C10-C24 branched or straight chain fatty 
acids, while claim 2, lines 16-17 contains "a branched or straight chain mono- or 
polyunsaturated C10-C24 fatty acid. It is not clear why the recitation at line 5 is required 
since it is encompassed by the recitation at lines 16-17. 

Claims 5 and 15 are rejected because pentaerythritol appears twice in the claim. 
Also, it is not clear what constitutes "polyethylated alcohols."
